I used 
oil to spray the molds; glass came out fine, but the pyramid is all cloudy. Question: Can the 
finished piece be polished and how”?

Congratulation on your first pieces, they look really good (you should have seen my first one 


@), yes you can polish your resin, this 1s what you do, if the surface 1s good just a little 
marred you can go over with 400 grit sand paper and polish it with a good car wax, if the 
surface 1s a bit too rough for that, sand it down a little with 220 paper and coat it with shellac, 
or poly 
To spray the mold I use the grilling high temp Pam, sometime the resin will get hot and this 
Pam works nicely

OK Sacred, here is few words for your questions, 

In the first days of Orgonite, probably 2000 or 2001, Don Croft (the Orgonite guru) said to get 
any shavings that you can, dirty or not will not make a difference, he was saying to remove 
the old cigarette butts from the shaving, but you really did not have to do that if you did not 
want to, so worry not about the dirt, it may even add something to the mix. You will make 
good looking Orgonite if you decide to have a business and sell it, otherwise you do not need 
to have it all prettied up 

If you need to make your Orgonite look good, first, 1t does not need to be a good looking 
piece to gift in nature, actually the worst it look the better, only if you will have that piece 
shown in your home or giving it to someone. 

So if your Orgonite 1s rough looking, do as Stephen said "double dip"!!!, make a small batch 
of resin with nothing 1n it, and put your piece in it and remove it, or brush it on, it should give 
you a fine finish 

As far as shells, put as many as you can in the Orgonite, it creates a good spin

I haven't actually made anything yet, but am carefully accumulating the materials to start. I've 


just ordered some 24K Gold Leaf to go in my pieces. 
I don't know why he said that (Hey, Steve- Why?), but here are my thoughts. 


Gold Leaf is very lightweight. From what I have read, the proportion of resin to metal in 
Orgonite should be about 50/50 by weight. 


So I am looking for other metals to fulfill the weight/metal requirement, but I want the Gold 


vibe in there too. 


I do not want the Gold Leaf to form any kind of a barrier, so I will have to break it up and, 
since Gold Leaf sticks to the skin, it will have to be handled with an instrument other than my 
hands. 


I am taking the approach of putting 1n the materials for what I want the piece to do, then 
adding whatever is necessary to make the Orgonite 'work'. 


I hope to be building soon. I am impatient to begin, but I have a few more things to work out, 
then I have to find them and get them in here.

Wow the answer could go for a long time, 

First you approach the Orgonite and Plasterite in a 3D manner and at this point we will see the 
Orgonite as a self actuated capacitor, and the Plasterite as yet somewhat of a mistery 

Second if you approach the devices on an energetic level we will have to consider the crystals 
and their characters then allow for that to "modulate" our devices very specifically, at that 
point the base energy of the Orgonite is only the carrier of the various crystal energies, and 
the Plasterite a carrier/broadcaster of all the crystal energies that we put in. 

Now, as tested, the Plasterite vibrating on all levels of creation will penetrate deeply distant 
wise, it probably use the higher levels to broadcast the lower one much further.

Hi. I have some thoughts about silver leafs that 1 want to shear. I have used silver in orgonite 
and as 1 understands it silver kills the flow. In some ways energy cant travel thru silver, so its 
maybe not so good to have only silver in your orgonite, it would be a kind of constipated 
piece. But that dont mean silver is not good to use. 

I have been making experiments, trying to direct the flow in different ways, isolating in 
different ways, and for this silver is great.

Oh yes I recycle every pieces that do not get use, if the piece is large enough, such as this 
cone I will put in large pieces , I have no waste what so ever, you can break the larger chunk 
into small, but you dont have to do that, what I have found is the broken pieces would be dry 
and wants to float on top like a cork, but within a minute or two the plaster is hard enough 
where as the pieces pushed down will not be coming back up 


As far a getting a large cone, ask Stephen He shall tell you how to obtain one of those 


To stand that cone up to pour can be a challenge, I use one of those heavy cardboard tube that 
is used in concrete work, they are called "quick tube, or building forms", construction folks 
put them in the ground and pour concrete in it so to have like a round column in the earth 
without the concrete going all over the place, have the store cut it just a few inches longer 
than the confiscated cone, and sit your cone in it upside down. 


At the end of your cone put a few layers of duck tape 

You do not have to use any release agent with the cone 

When your cone is poured, wait couple of hours, then carefully lay it down and turn it right 
side up, and leave like this, It has been my experience that the Plasterite will fall out of the 
cone all by it self after a day or two 

Plaster, sand, pillowed water and intents 1s all you need, try not to have that piece near your 


sleeping quarters, you will be so energized that you will not sleep, so keep it at a distance, but 
that may not even do it........... oh well couple of sleepless nights, no problem

1. I think it would be better to use Organic Iodine derived from Kelp or other seaweed, if 
possible, or even use the seaweed itself in your Plasterite (I'll bet you'll *really* want that 


Champa in there if you do ®) 
2. Another source for natural Organic Iodine is Black Walnut Hulls 


I use Lugol's 5% too, but 1t can be very styptic beyond a certain point, at least it is to me; To 
broadcast an Iodine vibration, my personal opinion is to use an Organic sourced form of 
Iodine which I think would be safer across-the-board.

Alright, for the regular Orgonite: 

Two kind of matrix, one is the polyester resin, and the other is epoxy resin, one (the polyester 
smell terrible and is toxic) the second (epoxy) do not smell 

The price of the two 1s about the same from US composites, except for the really inexpensive 
polyester resin that is roughly $25 per gal. as the other polyesters and epoxy are in the same 
price range 34 to 38 per gallon, when you buy a greater quantity they wont charge you as 
much, I just got 10 gal of epoxy : one to one ratio thick epoxy#150 for $278, that makes it $27 
per gallon, if you get only one gallon it will cost you $38, so considering all factors, I rather 
use the epoxy. 


For the metals you have many choices, but the smaller the better, any oxides will work 
especially well, but at this point you must use crushed crystal for thorough dispersion, 
otherwise a single block crystal 1s not going to give you the full strength within the device, to 
get the oxide really cheap go there: 


http://www.ecrater.com/p/3572285/30-lb- ... xide-fe304 
This is the place where you will find the iron oxide at $1 per pound, and these are the best 


prices, you can mix with it some metal shavings, no problem, with or without. 
If you are going to do only with the powder, one thing to remember: you will not need that 
voluminous of a device because with the powder it is quite strong. 


For the proportions, this is what I do, say I am going to make a few pendants; in a small 
container, such as an old yogurt container, you will put 1/2 a cup to 3/4 cup of resin (mixed) 
so if you use a one to one ratio of epoxy, you would put in 1/4 cup of one and 1/4 cup of the 
other, mix them really good before you put in anything else 

Then ad your oxide and your crushed crystals one to one: one Tbsp of oxide, one Tbsp of 
crushed crystals....two of oxide, two of crystal.... three of oxide....... in other words, equal 
amount of each, when the mixture is thick and a little difficult to stir, this is when you pour it 
in the molds. 


For mold to make nice pendants you can use the mini muffin molds, there is 24 small muffins 
hole in it, so you can pour (with a 1/2 cup resin) about 6, do not fill them or they may be too 
thick to have hanging around your neck. 

When you do devices with epoxy it is good to always have another container ready to receive 
your extra resin, like a large cone, and after awhile it will be all filled up then you have 
another device without wasting anything. 

Are you OK with what to do for lubricating your mold, if not let me know and we shall help 
with it 

If you can get silicon molds they are the best since you do not have to lubricate them

At US Composites, you can use the EB polyester resin which is cheaper. It is a brownish 
green resin. By the time you pay shipping on | gallon, you could have paid the same amount 
at Autozone or Walmart for their Bondo brand resin. They work just the same but the EB 
resin is a bit higher quality meaning a touch easier to work with. With poly resin, you use a 
liquid MEKP catalyst that 1s measured in drops. 


Josh has also had good luck with epoxy which is what he was describing. The catalyst for 
epoxy 1s a thick liquid and mixes in like a 1:2 ratio or something like that. He's the expert 
there. 


This may sound nutty but I was thinking of making muffin size regular orgonite with the 
epoxy and another set using separate muffin molds for the plaster version since the hardening 
time is different. And hopefully be able to compare the vibes of epoxy to plaster. 


I think this is a stellar idea. The plaster concept is relatively new and it is exciting to hear 
people's response in a side by side comparison.

The price that you have looked at is correct except that when it quoted the price for one 
gallon; it is one gallon of each, hardener and epoxy, so you would get 2 gallons for that price, 
the same for the 10 gal deal, you would get 20 gallons for that price ($ 498), this is the kind of 
epoxy where the amount of hardener and epoxy are the same. 

Mixing the epoxy, measure equal amount of hardener and epoxy (one to one ratio) 

Mix thoroughly 

Ad your oxide and crushed crystals 

When it is thick pour it in the molds 

One of the benefit that I find with this (one to one thick epoxy 150) 1s that it gives me a long 
time to work, because according to the temperature it will take 8 to 12 hours to harden, Some 
of the polyester resin will harden within a half hour 

For the plaster you use only some crushed crystal, plaster and water, no metal ( or just a pinch 
of copper powder but not no necessary)and it will harden within a half hour 

For the Orgonite you use resin, metal and crystal
